Tickets are being sold by local merchants 
Social Security 
Bill to Senate 
Broadened Plan Okayed 
By Big House Majority 


WASHINGTON </T>—Cleared overwhelmingly by the house, a bill 


wrapping up most of President Eisenhower's program for broadening 
the.soclal security system headed today for the senate where it may 
be in for some tailoring. 


The house passed the bill Tues- 


day by a 355-8 rollcall vote and m 
just the form iccommended by the 
house ways and means committee. 


Sen. Millikin (R-Colo), chairman 


of the senate finance committee 
which now gets to handle the bill, 
said the house measure appeared 
to be "generally acceptable." 


But some senators reportedly 


want to provide larger benefits and 
to widen to $6,000 the annual wage 
base on which social security taxes 
are levied. The base is now $3,600. 
Under the house bill it would be 
increased to $4,200. 


There also is said to be senate 


sentiment for direct payments to 
eligible workers who become dis- 
abled. These workers, now get noth- 
ing before retirement. 


And strong sentiment is reported 


for inclusion of physicians, many 
of whom were understood to have 
written to their congressmen urg- 
ing such action despite the Ameri- 
can Medical Assn.'a stand against 
social security coverage for doc- 
tors. 


In general, the house-passed 


legislation would: 


1. Blanket about 9,700,000 more 


persons into the social securitysyv 
tern. Some of these would have a 
choice of coming in or staying out. 


2. Increase the annual wage 


base on which workers and their 
employers 
pay 
social 
security 


taxes and on which benefits are 
calculated. 


3. Boost monthly benefit pay- 


ments for persons already retired 
and those retiring in the future. 


4. Permit retired persons under 


75 to earn more money through 
part-time or full-time employment 
without losing benefits.

The resolution, read by City 


Clerk Wayne Smith, stated that the 
suspension was "for the good and 
morale of the force." No definite 
reason for the action was given.

Tyne sat in police headquarters 


on the first floor of the city build- 
ing while the council was in ses- 
sion. After the meeting, the chief 
told a Telegraph reporter that he 
had no comment to make on the 
council's action. 


When asked how long he had 


served on the force, Tyne. visibly 
moved, said, "Let them tell you 
upstairs." 


Serxed 18 Years 


Tyne has served on the force 


around 18 years. He has been chief 
approximately three years. He has 
about four years to serve before 
he is eligible for full retirement.

man to the city's foice.

Sharp -Annojance^ 


A look of sharp annoyance came 


over the president's face and after 
a pause he turned away fiom the 
questioner and snapped out that he 
was icady for the ne.xt question.

his Eisenhower's direction. 


That amounted to a reaffirma- 


tion of the administration position 
with respect to McCaithy. 


Sole Responsibility 


In the Friday statement, Bi own- 


ell said the executive branch of 
the government "has the sole and 
fundamental responsibility under 
the constitution for the enforce- 
ment of our laws and presidential 
orders." 


After referring to the Brownell 


statement, the President said that 
constituted his la.it word on the 
subject unless someone could dem- 
onstrate to him that further com- 
ment was warranted.

tory," said Dr. Robert Taylor, sec- 
retary of the society. 


"This is the first time the broad 


history of the Bible has been de- 
picted on film. 
There's never 


been any film on the subject ap- 
proaching this scale." 


He said the picture will not be 


released to commercial theaters. 


Work on the picture's script be- 


gan nearly 10 years ago, and the 


project since then has involved a 
prolonged series of consultations 
with various scholars, and re- 
search In many of the world's 
museums.

Actual shooting of the picture — 


in New York City studios with a 
cast of 250— went on about a year, 
at a cost of about a quarter mil 
lion dollars.

Report New 
Cattle Disease 
Now in Illinois 


URBANA — A new cattle disease 


is making its appeal ance in Illi- 
nois, reports Dr. P. D. Bcamer of 
Uic College of Vctennary Medicine 
at the University of Illinois. 


During the past two months, nine 


calves between six and 14 months 
old that had died of "mucosal di- 
sease" were sent to the College.

At first, cattle develop a fever, 


which usually drops back to nor- 
mal within a day or two. During 
the next three to 10 days, ulcers 
appear on the nose, muzzle, lips, 
gums and tongue. The cattle have 
a bloody diarrhea, drool, go off 
feed and become run-down and 
emaciated 


Most affected calves die within 


10 clays of the time symptoms ap- 
pear. So far the cause of mucosal 
disease is not known. 


If these symptoms appear In your 


herd, call your veterinarian right 
away. He may be able to help you 
keep mucosal disease from spread- 
ing to other calves in your herd.

Once again foreign travel is headed for a new high. 


Most of the major shipping lines, booked to the limit last 
year during the summer months, are filled up again. Air- 
lines report heavy businesses in foreign flights. 


The size of the overseas segment of the travel industry 


is illustrated by the fact that in 1953 Americans spent 
$1,291.000,000 on foreign travel alone, according to the de- 
partment of commerce. Ralph T. Reed, president of Ameri- 
can Express Co., predicts this year's total will be at least 
6 per cent higher. 
• 
• • 


But the overwhelming proportion of vacation trips are 


taken in the family automobile on home ground. The pas- 
senger car accounted for more than 80 per cent of transpor- 
tation in vacation travel last year. 


Importance of travel to the domestic economy is shown 


by figures which list tourist attractions and accommoda- 
tions among the top three industries of 26 states. Every 
state, however, shares vacation travel dollars, including the 
home states of the travelers, where vacation needs are pur- 
chased. 


Cost consciousness is a major feature of the current 


travel pattern. Experts of the AAA note many motorists 
are taking a wait-and-see attitude on rates and are attempt- 
ing to escape the peak in costs. 


Many railroads are making an appeal to the cost-con- 


scious by offering special summer rate cuts to family groups. 
Some airlines 'are stepping up the number of coach-fare 
flights for the summer season. 


The Doctor Says: 


Rest Is Needed to Combat 
Infectious Monoiiucleosis 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


I n f e c t i o u s mononucleosls. or 


glandular fever, as It in sometimes 
Called, is a most interesting dis- 
ease. It is probably caused by a 
virus, and one of its characteristic 
features is the increase of certain 
cells in the blood known as mono- 
nuclear cells . 


The large number of these cells 


was formerly sometimes confused 
with leukemia (with which mono- 
tiucleosis has no connection) and 
often caused a good deal of alarm..

GLANDULAR FEVEK seems to 


be somewhat more common today 
than It used to b«. Possibly be- 
CAUM of its usually mild nature, 
many people did not know they 
had it. 


The symptoms are 
generally 


ulight but moderately disabling. 
Vague pains and slight loss of ap- 
petite are common. Slight fever is 
usually present. Lack of pep nnd 
headaches are,also frequent com- 
plaints.

SOMETIMES THEHE is nausea 


and vomiting. The lymph glands 
in the arm pits, neck, groin and 
elsewhere ar« usually enlarged, 
and this is what has given the dis- 
ease ita other name, of glandular 
fever.

other disorders. In order to make 
*ure of the diagnosis, therefore, 
the blood must be examined for 
the characteristic 
cells.

the heterophile antibody test which 
is fairly definite in infectious mo- 
nonucleosis.

a person somewhat run down and 
weak for a while longer. 


What medical men always fear, 


however, is that a disease of this 
kind may get more severe ns time 
goes on. In fact, there have been 
reports of a few victims of In- 
fectious mononucleosis who devel- 
oped serious complications. Tills, 
fortunately, is the exception.

NEW YORK—A man who used to inn a battery of slot machines 


in n privately-owned, public-fee, golf course has written me about this 
phase of his business. People, he. says, love to play slot machines and 
I agree, and I insist that they should have access to slots to play as 
much as they like. 


. Congress did not have the courage to lay it down in a federal law 


that people should be forbidden to gamble on slot 
machines. Congress knew it would look ridiculous 
If it said that anyone caught cranking a quarter or 
a nickel into a machine should get from one to ten 
years or a $10,000 fine. So congress adopted a sub, 
tcrfuge, forbidding the interstate transportation of 
an extremely intricate and interesting mechanical 
device. That machine, of itself, is as innocent as a 
sewing machine, a typewriter or an automobile. 


If congress has a duty to impose criminal penal- 


ties for the interstate transportation of such a ma- 
chine just because it can be used for gambling, then 
congress is remiss in the same duty in falling to provide the same ver- 
boten as lo playing cards and dice and the transmission of race results 
and odds. Nobody above the age of childhood plays cards or shoots 
crap for fun. Some people become obsessed with bridge, a most un- 
social, angrlfying game. 


I have known cultured individ- 


uals of considerable means who 
have played for blood and have 
made a steady profit at it. One I 
have in mind i.« the late Frank 
Crowninshleld, of Vanity Fair. A 
more courteous, interesting man I 
never met, but at bridge he was a 
hateful little devil. 
H o w e v e r , 


bridge was his pleasure and I 
didn't have to play with him and 
didn't. 


Only a clown in Congress would 


think of introducing a bill to out- 
law bridge as a federal crime, but 
there is no essential difference be- 
tween a bridge deck and the slots. 
This pestiferous law was slipped 
over on us In panic in consequence 
of the Kefnuver burlesque as an 
ensy menus of smothering rackets 
which had sprung up in localities 
where politicians and police offi- 
cials were taking graft for per- 
mitting violations of local laws. 
Of course such local laws were 
being violated but that Is no legit- 
imate business of the U. S. Con- 
gress. And. if it were, the honest 
way to Intervene would be to pass 
a law to punish such grnftcrs. 


The 
Informant who has been 


pouring his heart out to me re- 
minds me that these things pro- 
duced, In a painless way, the pro- 
fit which enabled many legitimate 
clubs and veterans' outfits as well 
ns social centers of the armed 
services to render pleasant and 
desirable accommodation to many 
individuals. 


I don't know any reliable fig- 


ures on the subject, but I have an 
impression that on the aveargethe 
slots never took much money away 
from any Individuals. They took a 
little from a lot of players and the 
loss was spread thin among many 
with the result that these centers 
could sell good cheap meals at 
little or no profit. That law did not 
.iffeet 
machines already in the 


possession of operators in the sev- 
eral state but the commotion re- 
sulting from the sensational hear- 
ings in New York stimulated local 
officials in most of the states to 
fussy 
activity. Dead-letter laws' 


were dusted off and the slots went 
into hiding in clubs where poker 


and bridge are still played openly 
for high stakes. They are still out 
of sight in most jurisdictions. 


The remedy here should start in 


the city councils and state legisla- 
tures. Even now, federal law ex- 
acts a license fee for slots presum- 
ed to have been planted in the 
several states before the law was 
passed, so our Uncle Sam finds 
himself collecting a fee under one 
law permitting criminals to op- 
erate a machine which is cpndcm- 
ncd as immoral In another law. It 
would be no more immoral to sell 
licenses to prostitutes. 


In Chicago and outlying 'Cook 


County there has been from time 
to time a "syndicate" of gangsters 
which was believed to have paid 
.$50 a month graft on each machine 
to local officials. But the money 
should have gone Into the public 
treasuries 
under proper license 


and, if the Kefauver testimony was 
true, it would have added a size- 
able amount to the public reve- 
nues. Perhaps it would not be as 
much as $50 a month under public 
llcensd because the "synadicate" 
«lots often are geared to yield no 
more than 50 per cent of the play- 
ers. However, the higher the yield 
to the players, the more they play. 
When a machine is too "tight" the 
play falls off. 


I have said that I like to play 


slots and roulette. I doubt however 
that I Would make A career of it 
if both were legalized and I would 
not go running to the cops if I 
lost because I know what I am 
doing and I would play to win. 


It would be much more reason- 


able to adopt a federal law against 
interstate commerce in pistols but 
we haven't. A few years ago I 
bought a .22 target pi.itol from Mr. 
and Mrs. Sandy Sturm, of West- 
port, Conn., who were nmning a. 
little factory and doing a mail-or- 
der business. Poor Sandy died and 
I am not sure whether his dear 
little widow carried on or gave up.

Most of our midwest agricultural 


colleges are doing some work on 
bloat, control. Until recent years 
the rumen of a cow has been some- 
what of a mystery. 
, 


According to C. Huffman of 


Michigan- State bacteria are the 
most vital elements in a rumen. It 
is these bacteria that break down 
the forage and grain consumed. 
This "is the stage of the game 
where quality and' kind of hay tell 
the story..The bugs cannot do a 
good job of breaking down the 
feed if it is of a tough nature. Ma- 
ture hay with hard stems cannot 
be 'penetrated 'and consumed by 
the bacteria to any extent. As a 
result the bugs aren't fattened up 
in large enough quantity. 


Ideas on what causes bloat are 


many so the research men at 
Michigan'set out to find out how 
and what takes place to cause a 
cow to burp. First things first— 
and this is what they came up with. 
There must be some pressure and 
tickling effect in the rumen which 
stimulates what they call a blind 
sac which in turn causes the sec- 
ond stomach to relax*allowing the 
food material to move away from 
the 
esophagus 
(foodpipe). 
The 


valve at the endjjf the esophagus 
then opens and~the gases under 
pressure- rush out through the 
mouth. Therefore a burp. 


The recommendations t h e n 


were to feed cured hay or silage, 
prior to i letting out only early 
growth legume pastures. 
There are two kinds of bloats— 


the small bubble and large bubble. 
The small bubble or frothy bloat 
common in alfalfa areas is the 
most undesireable. Animals eating 


Issues Warning 
Against 'Killer' 
Burglar Alarms 


URBANA—Using guns, dynamite 


or other explosive materials in 
homemade burglar alarms can be 
a fatal mistake. 


Proof of this, says Gordon Me- 


Cleary, executive secretary of the 
Illinois Rural Safety Council, is the 
recent death of a Montgomery 
county farmer who was caught in 
a shower of flying metal when 
dynamite hidden in a scrap-iron 
pile exploded. 


The dynamite had been put in 


the pile by the victim's son during 
his father's absence from the 
farm. It was originally set up to 
frighten would-be gasoline thieves. 
Although the wires to the cap had 
been disconnected, the dynamite 
exploded when the victim tossed a 
piece of scrap metal on the pile. 


The farmer died within half an 


hour after being struck in the 
mouth with at least two pieces of 
flying metal. 


Similar tragedies have occurred 


when guns were rigged as burglar 
alarms and "clever" traps, says 
McCleary. Even though you think 
everyone concerned knows of the 
alarm, you're taking an unneces- 
sary chance. If you need a burglar 
alarm, get a ready-made one that 
won't turn out to be a "killer." 
Calibrate Sprayer 
For Each Field 
To Protect Crops

When you apply weed killers, 


, Bowers points out, it's very impor- 


tant that you apply them at the 
correct rate to prevent serious 
damage to your crops. 


-To calibrate 
your equipment. 


Bowers suggests that you first 
make test runs with clean water 
and .with the sprayer set at the 
manufacturer'sTecommcnded pres- 
sure. Make one complete round in 
the field you intend to spray, and 
then measure the water used to 
the nearest half-gallon by refilling 
the tank. 


Bowers says four miles an hour 


is a good speed to use. Remember 
the gear.you use, and mark the 
throttle setting. 


To. calculate how much, acreage 


you sprayed in one round, multiply 
the width of the sprayer by the dis- 
tance you traveled in feet, and 
divide by 43,560. Divide the amount 
of water needed to refill the tank 
by the acreage sprayed to get the 
rate of application in gallons per 
acre, 


If you find that the rate of ap- 


plication in more than you need, 
advance the throttle one notch and 
make another test round. If you 
are not putting enough spray ma- 
terial on the'ground,- alow down t 
little.

are very unlikely to bloat. 


Bloat .is hereditary and some 


animals are chronic* bloaters. Some 
animals are not as readily bloated 
as others because of their ability 
to cough and encourage burping. 


So if yflu have a good rougher 


arid a burper the cow i* very 
valuable to you from the stand- 
point of.'bloat. 
Two of the cures for bloat now 


recommended are the old standby 
method of kerosene crench and 
feeding of Methol Silicon, as pre- 
scribed in the grain-ration.

Quality Hay 
Cuts Protein 
Feeding Cost 


URBANA—You can cut next win 


ter's protein feed bill by putting up 
high-quality, afalfa hay this sum- 
mer. This means making hay with 
plenty-of leaves. 


Leo R.'Fryman, University of Il- 


linois extension dairy specialist, 
says much of the protein feed pur- 
chased by dairymen is -used to re< 
place the protein value of leaves 
.lost during the haymaking season. 


Alfalfa leaves contain 60 to 80 


per cent of the protein as well as 
60 per cent of the phosphorus and 
practically all of the calcium and 
minerals in the hay. 


Fryman gives the following ex- 


ample of the loss of leaves in mak- 
ing alfalfa hay. Three tons of high- 
quality No. l hay have a feeding 
value equal to one ton of linseed oil 
meal plus one ton of ear corn. This 
hay would have a present-day value 
of approximately $140. 


After being rained on and over- 


exposed to drying weather, a sim- 
ilar amount of hay had shrunk to 
1.8 tons. The weather changed the 
alfalfa from No. 1 to poor-quality, 
No. 3 ^grade hay. The 1.8 tons were 
equal',in'feeding value to only 900 
pounds of linseed oil meal and 1,300 
pounds of corn. The value of the 
hay had dropped from about $140 
to around $70. 


The difference in the amount and 


feeding value of the two hays was 
due to loss of the leaves, Fryman 
says. He suggests setting up your 
hay-making operations to save as 
many of the leaves as possible. 


Cut early to get alfalfa with a 


high protein content. A good time 
to cut is when the crop is from 1/10 
to Vi in bloom. Alfalfa contains 
about 20 per cent protein at the 
bud stage, but only about 14 per 
cent at full bloom. 


Keep the time required for field 


curing to a minimum. Fryman ad- 
vises. The time needed for field 
curing can be reduced by using hay 
crushers or barn-drying systems. 
Reducing the time between cutting 
nnd storing will mean less weather 
or rain damage to the hay and 
more leaves saved.

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Says Farmers to Market 
Hogs Earlier This Summer 
c? •

Sales of hogs last year .brought 


Illinois farmers 489 million dollars 
—more than any other product. 
Thus Illinois farmers' number one 
market interest is the market for. 
hogs. So let's Io6k at 'this iriarket 
and its prospects. 


Every hog producer knows that 


hog prices have been unusally high 
for a year or more. Some pro 
ducers believe they have been too 
high. Others may agree later when 
they see prices tumble as a result 
of a sudden increase in production. 


Hog prices in April and May 


averaged around $27 to $28 a huiv 
dred pounds—$2 to $4 higher than 
last year and about $5 above the 
expected normal for that time of 
year. 


.The hog-corn ratio (bushels of 


corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of hogs) was around 17 and IS 
compared with a normal of around 
12. At the same time hog prices 
averaged 128 per cent of parity in 
April and nearly the same in May. 


Restricted Output 


Big reason for the abnormally 


high prices for hogs was restricted 
output. Prices were unsatisfactory 
two and three years ago. Pro 
ducers were -first disappointed and 
then became discouraged. Many 
quit the hog business and sold their 
corn to Uncle Sam. Over a two 
year period'they cut production by 
one-fifth. 


Tills drastic action brought 


sharp rise in prices of hogs, far 
greater than most farmers expect- 
ed. But the cost of this price in 
crease was great—the loss of one- 
fifth of the market for pork. Now 
hog production is increasing and 
late this summer producers will 
begin to buy back the market for 
pork. 


Usually August brings the best 


prices for hogs and many farmers 
race for this market. This year the 
race started earlier and is faster 
than usual. About one-fourth of the 
spring pig crop was farrowed be 
fore March 1 compared with less

than one-fifth a year before. (Far- 
rowings 'after March 1 are indi- 
cated to be only slightly greater 
than last year.) 


August Market 


Most of'the February pigs will 


be ready for market in August. 
Some early winter pigs and large 
numbers • of sows will fap on the 
markets in June and July. Further- 
more, average weights may be 
considerably greater 
than" they 


were last summer. These facts, to- 
gether with the high level of prices 
already attained, will restrict the 
usual summer price advance. 


A recent report of the United 


States ^Department of Agriculture 
shows that prices of 180-to-200- 
pound hogs usually reach their 
peak around August 1. The peak 
this year seems likely to come 
from July 1 to 15 or earlier. 


Prices for heavier hogs hold up 


a little longer. The 200 to 2-10- 
pound hogs usually peak out early 
in August, with 200 to 220-pound 
average slipping first. Peak prices 
for these weights \vill likely occur 
in July this year. 


Prices of 240 to 270 pound bar- 


rows hold up longer than prices of 
the lighter weights. They have 
averaged highest about mid-August 
and have held up well until early 
September. This year tho heavier 
hogs seem likely to reach their 
peak in July, with a moderate de- 
cline in August. 


Hog prices this summer and fall 


may fool a lot of "experts." Some 
of them have forecast much more 
than the normal 25 per cent drop 
this fall. However, the spring crop 
seems to be spread out much bet- 
ter than usual, and this spread will 
permit market supplies to be dis- 
tributed more uniformly over the 
next several months. Hogs .may. 
yet prove to be good property 
when the snow flies.

Corn Helps 
Protect New 
Waterways 


URBANA— Corn seeded at the 


rate of two to three bushels an 
acre will give good emergency 
cover to new waterways this sum- 
mer. 


B. P. Mulrheld, extension agri 


cultural engineer at the University 
of Illinois college of agriculture, 
says you'll still need to give new 
waterways protection agains heavy 
rains. 


It may be too late this yc~ar to 


seed the grasses that you eventu- 
ally want in your new waterway if 
you lost the first seeding during 
the past dry month or so. A tern 
porary corn planting will give you 
the protection you still may need 
if one' heavy rain should come 
along. 
. Of course, you wouldn't expect 
any grain from corn planted at 
such a dense rate. Mulrheld says. 
But you can cut it for forage for 
stock. Or you can use it for mulch 
when 
fall 
seeding 
timo 
rolls 


around. 


Other emergency sccdings you 


can use instead of corn are oats 
or rye grass. Seeding legumes is 
not desirable, Muirheid points out. 
because they tend to loosen the 
soil and increase the hazard of 
erosion when runoff occurs. 


If you seed corn for cover, you 


can use screenings or any other 
low-cost seed you can find. Cost 
may determine what seeding you 
use.

atom bombers which are hurtling 
across Britain's skies — a part Of 
America's atom bomb fleet. 


Grim Reminder* 


The inter-continental B36s, the 


B47 'jets, and jet fighters rumble 
across the skies in training man- 
euvers which are grim reminders 
that the great invasion effort of 
1944 left behind only an uneasy 
peace. 


This new American buildup in 


Britain is scattered across 15 oper- 
ational airbase.s. 


The old airfields of World War 


TI no longer are capable of hand- 
ling the bigger, faster bombers of 
today. Their 
6,000-fcet 
runways 


have been, or are being, extended 
to 10.000 feet and strengthened to 
withstand the greater weight of 
the modern aircraft. 


In this effort, dollars are pour- 


Ing into the British economy at the 
rate of 10 million a month.

Col. John A. Brooks III of New-

"I brought my wife and two 


children back to let them see the 
old field where I flew P5)s at 
Steeple Marden." he said. "But 
Lord, how it had changed. 
The 


runway was waist high in grass. 
The old control tower was full of 
rubble and broken glass. It had a 
lonely feel to it." 


There still is the same old 


World War II problem of the Amer- 
icans trying to get along amicably 
with the British — and vice versa. 


An Air Force booklet published 


in an effort to bring about a bet- 
ter American-British understand- 
ing had this to say of the problem: 


"Too many Americans have de- 


veloped a 'World-Savior' complex. 
From the moment they arrive in 
Britain they expect to be treated 
like knights in shining armor, and 
it hurts a little to be told right 
off the bat that 'You ain't no 
blinkin' 'ero.' 


Working Accord 


But despite their 
differences, 


there is a close working relation- 
ship between the British and Amer- 
ican airmen. 


And it's a vitally important re- 


lationship — because if war should 
come, it is from the airfields of 
Britain that atom bombers would 
launch their attacks.
